NEW ABSTRACT 

A bandpass delta sigma truncator that truncates multi-bit digital input signals to digital output signals (24) having a selected 
number of the most significant data bits of the digital input signals and a method of truncating multi-bit digital signals. The 
remaining least significant data bits (3) of the input signals are (a) time delayed (26) by a period of time equal to the time between 
successive input signals and multiplied by a number (30) related to the ratio of a selected frequency to the frequency of the input 
signals and the results of the multiplication are added (32) to sign extensions ( 1 1) of the input signals, and (b) time delayed by a 
period of time equal to twice the time between successive input signals and after inversion (28) are added (32) to the sign 
extensions of the input signals. 
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
